Check lights to be sure they 
are visible for 500 feet to the 
front and rear with either a red 
light or lVj-inch diameter red 
reflector on the rear. 

Pedals should be lubricated so 
they spin freely. 

Make sure the chain guard is 
secure. Double check the handle 
grips to be sure they fit secure¬ 
ly and will not pull loose. Check 
the wheels for wobble. Be sure 
they are well lubricated. Broken 
or loose spokes should be replaced. 

Double check the brakes to be 
sure they work properly. If they 
are not perfect take the bike to 
a reliable repair shop to be cer- 
; tain they function correctly.

2 tablespoons corn starch 1 tablespoon margarine 

3 tablespoons cocoa 1 teaspoon vanilla 

2 tablespoons sugar ^ (2^-inch square) 

Vs teaspoon salt graham crackers 

l>/ 4 cups water j heavy cream, whipped 

Z 2 cup light corn syrup 

Combine corn starch, cocoa, sugar and salt in saucepan. Gradu¬ 
ally stir in water and corn syrup. Stirring constantly, bring to 
boil and boil 2 minutes. Remove from heat. Stir in margarine 
and vanilla. Cool. 

Spread thin layer of pudding in individual dishes or 1%-quart 
serving dish. Top with layer of graham crackers, then whipped 
cream. Repeat until all ingredients are used, ending with layer 
of whipped cream. Whipped cream may be piped on for a decora¬ 
tive effect. Chill at least 2 hours. (Freeze, if desired.) Makes 4 to 
6 servings.

METCO Public 

Meeting Friday 

A special public meeting: of the 
School Committee has been called 
to inform Agawam residents of 
the purpose and aim off the MET¬ 
CO Plan. Becftuse of a conflict 
in the principal speaker’s sched¬ 
ule, the date has been tentatively 
set for Friday, May 17th at 8 
•pan., nd will be conducted at the 
Senior High School. Any change 
will be announced later. 

METCO (Metropolitan Council 
for Educational Oppoitunity) is 
an Educational program which 
provides a suburban education 
(for inner-city students. The deci¬ 
sion to participate in the pro¬ 
gram is entirely voluntary on the 
part of the families and the sub¬ 
urban School Committees. It does 
not involve reciprocal busing, and 
if accepted in Agawam would in¬ 
volve, about 20 to 30 students or 
less, depending on classroom 
space available in grades 1-4. 

The objectives include the pro¬ 
vision of a quality, integrated ed¬ 
ucation which will reduce or close 
existing academic gaps; a degree 
of integrated learning experience 
for suburban students who are 
living in a multi-racial world; 
and an increase in dialogue be¬ 
tween urban and suburban citi¬ 
zens in the Springfield area. 

Funding lor the program is 
largely from a U. S. Office of 
Education grant under Title III 
of the Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act. The Carnegie 
Corporation supports the admin¬ 
istration and is assisted by a 
small grant from the Stern Fam¬ 
ily Fund. 

State Funding under Chapter 
506 of the Acts of 1966 provides 
for additional students. Direct 
payments are made to individual 
communities by the State De¬ 
partment of Education. 

If, for some reason, funding 
was discontinued the town would 
be under no obligation to continue 
the Plan. 

This special meeting was called 
after a group of citizens appeared 
at the regular School Committee 
meeting of April 23rd following 
a newspaper report that the Com¬ 
mittee had decided against the 
plan. This was denied by the 
Committeemen, who at that time 
decided to hold an open meeting 
to explain the plan and to sam¬ 
ple public opinion on this pro¬ 
posal.

It was prompted by a 
paper column a 

statement that turning a light on used as much electricity as it 
would in burning for 100 minutes. 

Woult it be cheaper, she also asked, to leave the kitchen light 
on for an hour, rather than to turn it oil' and then on again an hour 
later? She mentioned a neighbor who refuses to use her electric 
fry pan for fear that the automatic pn-and-off feature will increase 
the operating cost. 

The Community Relations Department replied as follows: “A 
general answer is that it does not cost more to turn lights or ap¬ 
pliances on and off.” 

“It is true,” the department said, “that there is a momentary 
surge of current when either a light bulb or a cold appliance is 
turned-on. However, this is-of such short duration (a fraction of a 
second) that it has no noticeable effect on the amount of electricity 
used or upon the bill. Therefore, it is obviously more economical 
to turn the light on and off as needed rather than to leave it burning 
needlessly. 

“In the case of the appliance, such as an automatic fry pan, 
there is likewise no extra use of electricity because of the automatic 
on-and-olf action.” 

A certain exception to this advice was contained in the follow¬ 
ing paragraph: “When fluorescent lamps are concerned, however, it 
is sometimes cheaper to leave one burning than to turn it on and 
off. The length of life of a fluorescent lamp is related to the num¬ 
ber of starts and there is a point where the cost of extra electricity 
used is less than the cost of early lamp replacement. From a prac¬ 
tical , standpoint it is probably better to leave the lamp burning 
steadily for an hour than to turn it on and off several times during 
that period of time.”

MASS. SALMON 

Salmon are being introduced 
onto the Bay State in ever in¬ 
creasing numbers by the Division 
of Fisheries and Game. 

The first allotment of approx¬ 
imately 25,000 yearling land¬ 
locked salmon was released in 
Quabbin reservoir May 9. The 
fish are from the federal Craig 
Brook fish hatchery in Maine. 

Earlier releases of landlocks in 
the reservoir in the past two 
years have begun to appear as 
legal-sized (15 inches) fish in 
the angler’s creels. 

On the same day, other division 
personnel assisted in the release 
of some 3000 Atlantic salmon 
smolts in the Connecticut River 
below the Holyoke dam. These 
fish came from the Berlin,''New 
Hampshix-e federal fish hatchery 
and were stocked as pax*t of an 
interstate cooperative program 
involving Mass., New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Conn., and the U. S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service to de¬ 
velop an adromous fish in the 
river. Salmon are protected in 
the Connecticut River. 

The Division of Fisheries and 
Game are going to introduce a 
third species of salmon in the 
near future in Onota Lake, Pitts-

ROUGH . . . BUT TASTY 

The rough fish problem is a 
lot like the weather — every¬ 
one talks about it, but no 
action. 

Unlike the weather, though, 
this is one problem that can 
be solved by eating it up if 
enough fishermen would let out 
their belts and overcome their 
repugnance towards the rough 
species. 

The table qualities of many 
rough fish surprise even the 
most finicky cater, observe the 
experts at Mercury, outboards. 
When properly prepared they 
become a gourment’s delight, 
as is the case with most any¬ 
thing that swims, flies or rims. 

The list of common “trash” 
fish is long. It includes such 
species as suckers, carp, drum, 
chubs, mooneyes, redhorse and 
buffalo. 

Many of these are caught 
commercially, but find their 
way into the fish markets un¬ 
der assumed (and more pala¬ 
table) names. 

The "white perch” you buy 
may be drum; "boneless cat” 
is often the odd-looking paddle-1 
fish or spoonbill. Non-sport 
fish in saltwater receive an 
even more impressive array of 
monikers. 

To popularize and make use 
of the tremendous number of 
rough fish that abound in our 
waters is a massive undertak¬ 
ing, acknowledge the Mercury 
lads. First, we must overcome 
our reluctance to actually bring 
a mess of “yaller” suckers or 
“thunderpumpers” home. Then 
we must know how to turn 
them into dishes that delight 
the whole family. 

The latter task must be ap¬ 
proached with all the dash and 
daring of a continental chef, 
for the old “roll 'em in crumbs 
and fry” methods usually won’t 
do. Contact the state wildlife 
commission or university ex¬ 
tension division for special 
recipes for marinating, for 
creoles, for a hundred different 
approaches. 

If every fisherman could be' 
so persuaded, millions of tons 
of rough'fish could be removed 
from waters where they com¬ 
pete with sport species. Fishing 
would improve, and the eatin' 

. . . well, find out for yourself.

Sonic Booms 
Tin ire often Ancient 
Cliff Dwellings 

Durango, Colo. — It’s an old 
complaint — shock waves from 
low-flying supersonic jets dam¬ 
aging property below. 

But for Meredith Guillet the 
problem has a bit more far-i*each- 
ing consequences than for most 
landlords. 

Mr. -'Guillet is superintendent 
of the 52,000-aci-e Mesa Vex-de 
National Park, on a high plateau 
36 miles west of here. 

He says shock waves are 
threatening ancient cliff dwell¬ 
ings built and occupied by an ad¬ 
vanced tribe of Indians 2,000 
years ago. 

When two jets flew over Feb. 
21, 66,000 tons of rock fell in one 
section of the park, he said. 

The dwellings were built of 
adobe clay in natural indentations 
of the cliff walls. Many families 
or clans lived in a series ,of apart¬ 
ments at one site. The buildings 
were accessible only by ladders 
or footholds cut into the rock. 
They wei-e virtually impregnable 
to attack. 

The Indiana were believed to 
have migrated from the cliff 
homes during a major drought

Two important words for vet¬ 
erans and their dependents — 
"compensation” and “pension”— 
are often used interchangably by 
the public, but their meanings are 
vastly different to the Veterans 
Administration, the VA office at 
Boston said today. 

VA explained that ‘compensa¬ 
tion” is payment the Veterans 
Administration makes because of 
a disability a man suffered in 
military service. The payment 
may go to a veteran who has 
been disabled bv an injury or a 
disease that originated or was 
aggravated while he was in ac¬ 


tive service. In case of death 
for such a service-connected 
cause, compensation payments .go 
to the veteran’s survivors. 

The financial condition of the 
recipient is not taken into con¬ 
sideration in cases of compensa¬ 
tion payment, VA pointed out. 

Pension, on the other hand, is 
paid on a basis of need for dis¬ 
abilities or death due to causes 
not connected with military 
service, VA said. The income of 
the recipient has a direct bear¬ 
ing on the amount of the pen¬ 
sion.
